Foreman Holds Firm | 
That Ray Killed King 
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WASHINGTON — Percy Foreman, once 
the defense lawyer for convicted assassin 
James Bari Ray, said here Sunday he has 
never doubted Ray killed Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King Jr or that he did it alone 

Foreman, scheduled to be the first wit- 
ness before the lh*use Assassinations Com- 
mittee this morning, also said Ray’s pre- 
sent kwyer. Murk Lane of Memphis, is 
nothflg more than a ’’sensation monger" 
mislJkiing the public in his claim that the 
FBI a|id Memphis police plotted King's as- 
sassination 

The 78-year old Foreman met with com- 
mittee investigators briefly Sunday but 
later sold he has no idea what he will be 
asked today 

Tve never had any doubt he (Ray) 
killed Martin Luther King," Foreman said 
in an interview Sunday. "Furthermore, 
I've never felt anyone was acting with 
him." 

He said the only person close to Ray was 
Jerry Ray, the convicted assassin’s broth- 
er. 

"I think Jerry helped him escape (from 
the Missouri state prison in 1967),'' Fore- 
man said "Ray, when at large, was a loner. 
He didn’t trust anybody " 

Foreman was Ray’s lawyer when he 
pleaded guilly to killing King in Memphis. 
Ray renounced Foreman after Ray was 
Sentenced to vo years in prison 

Foreman a Houston lawver. said he has 



Memphis. 

"I don’t know why they (members of 
Congress) would get him before a commit-- - 
tee of Congress for any consideration at 
all," he said of Lane. “Every time 1 pick up- 
a paper I figure he’s going to try to prove; 
someone else killed Lincoln besides John 
Wilkes Booth. : •: 

"I know that he’s a sensation monger r 
headline monger, and I don’t consider hlm^ 
a lawyer at all," Foremen said. 

Lane devotes nearly all his time to the 
defense of Ray and theories that King was 
the victim of a conspiracy by law officers.

Rep. Harold Ford of Memphis, a mem her 
of the Investigating committee, was not 
present Thursday or Friday when former 
Memphis police officials were called to 
tastily. Ford said Sunday it was because he 
was tired from the recent election cam- 
paign. Ford easily won re-election. 

Ford, who is expected to attend today's 
hearing, said he has no reaction at all to 
Lane’s charges that Memphis police and 
the FBI conspired to kill King. 

Ford also said he won’t know enough 
until today to comment on the committee 
decision not to recall Ray as a witness.
